Laid Before the Assem- 
iblylTesterday.

Papers riilatiug.to tho DoGu.smoa uiia- 
sion to England camo down yesterday. 
Wo publisli in exiensq the most important 
and condijnso others. 

On the loth lMay-8iK8i Ii.>Tilley n rotc 
to lilx, "QfiCqamoa, wlio. f^ei t^on'at Otta- 
wa, oxprossfng the hope that wilh tho 

"Evid'oricc of tho good faith wit1i which 
the Government is dealing with tho que.s- 
tion boforo thorn, wa trust tluit the people 
of British Columbia will bo satisfied, and 
tliat it will bo recognized that tho Eaqui- 
malt and Nanaimo riuhvay should be. loft 
over for thq present, as a work which is' 
not oaaohtiarto tho connection of the soa- 
bourd of British Columbia with tho Cana- 
dian system of Raihvaj's, 

"2. In tho meantime tho goverumont 
of tho Dominion will avail thcmsolvos of 
ovcry opportunitjj qf^ mmsing tho quu.s- 
tion of the construCTi'iSnW' this Railway, 
as a jirivato enterprise^ upon the atten- 
tion of tho „.Canadiau. PtusIGc lliiilwaj' 
Company, in furtherance of views alreadj' 
oxprossod to you by Sir John Macdonald, 
Sir Charles Tuppor, and Mr. Popo, and" 
which arc referred to in your letter. 

'".i. I trust that tho osplanations which 
I have given ynu will prove snfliciontly 
satisf.tctory to you to render unnecessary 
your proposed mission to London. 

"4. In any event Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment can only bo approachod by you 
through His ETcellcnoy tlio Oovcrnor- 
Gonoral." i 

iMr. DeC'osinn.s i-oinplaincd in nqily of 
tho re.-il object of his letter nut having 
been ropliod to. " You leave .me no other 
course open but to proceed - to-Lbndon." 
Tho delegate wrote to Sir John Macdon- 
ald to tlie H.iino purport and proceeded at' 
once to England, whore, on the iilst ilay 
ho laid the petition of tho Hou-so before 
Lork Kimbcrley, the Principal Secretary 
of State for tho Colonies. In doing so the 
delegate informed Lord Kimborley that 
tho document ropreaentod (virtu'ally) tho; 
unanimous opinion of this Icgialatijre. 

In reply. Lord Kimbcrloy on tho -30th 
ifuno presyiitod i\Ir. DoCosnios with the 
copy of a' report of tho Privj' Councir for 
Canada, dated 19th May, 1881. 'JJliis. re- 
port proceeds to state- "that the n-iilway 
lands of the Island were reserved in 1873 
when there was a probability of the main 
lino running tn Buto Inlet; but that the 
Burrard Inlet route was afterwurds select- 
ed, rendering unnocessary the Jir.o be- 
tween Nariaimo and PJsquimalt a-s. a con- 
dition of tho Union with British Colum- 
bia." That tho Carnarvon Terms, altiiough 
accepted by tho government of the day, 
never received tho sanction vl the parlia- 
mont; — on tho contrary, a bill authoriziut; 
tlw construction of the Island line had 
beerf lhrown out by tho Sonato.. That 
every guarantee has boon afforded that 
tho Terms of Union will be c.trriod'out at 
tho earliest practicable day. That'Parlia- 
inont has not aiitliorizod tiio construction 
of tho Nanaimo and Esquinialt lino, and 
in view of tho lartre c.\]ionditiire involved 
in tho building of the Caiuidian Pacific 
from Callondor .Station ti> tho Pacific 
Ocean at Burrard Inlet, it is not jirobable 
that it would do so. 

That there cxi-sts in the adjacent waters 
of tho Straits of (icorgia sheltered water 
comnumicatioii, ojion all the year round, 
quite adequate to tho needs of tho popu- 
hition of the Island. That as regards tho 
prayer of the proposed Petition to Her 
Mivjcsty, "'That the province bo permittod 
to regulate and collect its own Tariff of 
Customs and Excise until through com- 
munication by railway bo established 
through British territory with tho E'ast- 
orn provinces," tho Oommitteo of the 
Privy Council desire to obaervo that this 
request involves a broach of the Terms of 
Union and tho virtual soveranco of Brit- 
ish Columbia from tho Dominion. 

Tho report concludes with tho staio- 
mcnt that "since , tho provincu ontorod 
the union jan expenditure has been made 
with tho province of 85,996,289, against 
which the receipts havo boon 84il73,238— 
and this expenditure is entirely irrespec- 
tive of disbursements on account of the 
railway. 

On the 28th July Mr. DcCosmo.s re- 
plied urging— 

That tho Esquimalt-Nanaimo Section of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway be com- 
moncod on or before the Ist May, 1882, 
anfl completed on or before tho 1st Julv, 
1885: 

mat the route of the ndlw.iy shall bu 
along tho lino already surveyed und map- 
ped, subject to such variation of alij^n- 
mont and gradients as may render tho 
road as inoxponsivo as possible, without 
impairing its efHciency — the gradients, if 
possible, to bo kept low, as tho principal 
business of tho railway for some time 
will bo to carry coal from the niinos to 
Esquimau for domeatio n.sc and ex- 
port : 

That the construction of tho section of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway between 
Port Moody and Emory bo commenced 
not later than tho 1st of May, 1882, and 
completed on or before the Ist July, 1885; 
the work to bo actively prusccuted 
throughout the whole period: 

That an extension Railway bo con- 
structed l)otwoen Purt Moody und such 
point on Engli.'ih Bay as may bo deemed 
most suit.ablo for a landing for railway 
forry between English Bay and Na- 
nainio: 

That an ofDciont Railway Forry bo es- 
tublishod between Nanaimo and some 
point on English Bay that may 1)0 select- 
for the Western citension from Port 
Moody: 

That tho exten.sion and feny bo com- 
plotod and put in operation by the 1st 
July, 1885: 

That as soon as tho Emory-Kamluops 
section of the Canadian Pacilic liailway, 
now under contract, shall be siiflicioutly 
far advanced to enable a construction 
party to bs set at work at Lake KamloopB, 
at tho Western end of tho "Central .Sec- 
tion" of tho Canadian Pacific Hail way, tho 
last-mentioned section shall bo commonc- 
6d and vigorously prosecuted till " it shall 
form a junction with tho main lino of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway that jnay be 
constructed westwardly from Winni- 
peg: 

That the whole Railway from Esqui- 
malt and i\ ri Moody to- Winnipeg bo 
completed on or before tho Ist of Slay, 
1891: • 

That, in addition, the sinn of :!*2-,500,- 
000 bo paid by CaiKida to lii itisli Colum- 
bia as ooinpe^isatioii- for losses sustained 
in the past by the iion-fulGhnent by Can- 
ada of her railway obligations: 

That tho conditions bo formally agreed 
to under such aatuirancos of gotul faith as 
may command the c<infid.»ne<> of tho par- 
ties concerned. 



On tho 22d August, 'Mr. DeCosinos Iai<l 
boforo Lord Kimberloy the following min- 
ute of tlib.exeputiyo council of British Col- 
umbia, dated a[iilj^28th. 
. "Tho Comr^iPIo of 'Council rocommeud 
that tho attention of tho Dmninion Gov- 
ernment be respectfully called to the fact 
that the original time limit for tlie com- 
pletion of tho Canadian Pacific Railw.iy 
expired on tho 20th day of July, instant, 
and that as tho Dominion has failod to 
complete tho railway, or oven commonco 
its construction from tho seaboard of the 
Province, as -agreed upon in tho Torms of 
Union, it is held liable for thO' d.imngcs 
occasionod to tho Province tlicroby." 

The "frnitsi'- of the mission are8umnie{l 
up in a dispatch from Lord Kimborley. f 
tho Marquis of Lorjio, ^on t^io 25th Aug- 
ust Lord Kimbcrl6y-»ays'-he has given his 
most careful attention to tho matter, and 
having had tho advantage of- sovoral in- 
terviews both with Sir 'John Jlacdonald 
and Jfr. DoCosmos, and rofiu-ring to the 
Carnarviui scltlcnieni he proceeds to 
say:— ^ 

Ah important Act has now bcoh 
paBsod undqr which provision/ ho^ boon 
made for the construction of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway with nil practicable speed; 
and tho prospect of the early oxtonsion of 
railway connnuiiiiviHon to British Colum- 
bia is far bt'Uor tli.ui atanj' previous time. 

Revortiiii; then to tho throe points 
which liavo boi'ii on tho present occasion 
more p.irticHlarly brought under notico, I 
iiavc tht h'brt'or to- acquaint you th.it- Sir 
John Macdonald, whom, of course, I havo 
consulted fully and ropoalddly, lias in- 
formed 1110 as follows: — 

1. That it is tho intention of tlio Do- 
mini'ju Government to comploto without 
dol.iy those portions of the Pacific Railway 
including tho line to Port Moody, which 
the 'Dorniriion ■'overnmeiit has engaged 
to construct and to hand over to tho 
.syndicate, and that directions wore some- 
time ago given for tho final location sur- 
vey of tho lino to Port Moody; and that 
this survey is now in progress and will, it 
is understood, bo finished in time to bo 
submitted with the estimate of cost to 
tho Canadian Parliament at its noxl ses- 
sion. 

2. A pi'oiiosal hiLs .boon nuule lo ihe 
syndicate to construct at once a light lin« 
of railway from Nanaimo to Esquimalt^ 
which thuy shall ongngo to hereafter im- 
prove so as to mako it equal iu all rospocta^. 
to tho ^lainland I'acific lino; and 'Mr*.! 
Stephen has informed Sir J(din A. iMac- 
donald that the .syndicate is disposed to 
viow this proposal favorably. If the .syn- 
dicato sliould, however, not undertake to 
make this light lino,Mr. Stephoh has been 
informed' that theDominion Oovemmeiit 
cannot in' Sir John A'. ]\Iacdonald*s opin- 
ion resist an npplicatiuu tliat may bo made 
by tho goveinineiitof Jiritish Columbia to 
•tho parliament of Canada for tho restora- 
tion of the lands now reserved on tho Is- 
land for tho Esquimah and Xan.aimo rail- 
way. 

3. Sir John .V. Mnodonald intimated 

that if the cpu-ntioii fit tho N'anainio rail- 
way is finally di.ipcisfil ni" llio Doiuiiiioii 
flovornmont will he ready to c infer with 
that of British Culumbia .on J^io subji.'i. i 
of the alleged bieacli by Canada of the 
Torms of Union in tho non-oomplclien of 
tho Paolfio railway within ton years from 
1871 and to submit the result of the nego- 
tiation to tho Doiiiiiiion pai H.-iinent fm- it 
favoraljlo consiili-rai inn, 

Having regard, then, in tin.- .statoiu.Mit.s 
and ropresontations which havo been made 
to luo on tho pari uf the r.)ominion Guv- 
erninent and of the [irovince ii'sperlivi'ly , 
I am of tho opinion that 

1. Tho construction of ;i light lino ■ \ 
railway from Naimimo to Ksijuimalt; 

2. Tho oxtonsion, wiihoiil delay, of the 
lino to Port Moody; and 

3. Tho grant of roasonablc compon-sation 
in money for tho failure to complete tho 
work within the term of ten yoni-S an 
specified in the conditions of Union would 
offer a fair basis for a "fttlemcnt of the 
whole question. 

Tho request of the lf;;iHhiiivu assuiuhly 
of British Columbia "that tho ju'ovince 
bo permitted to regulate and collect its 
own tariff of customs and excise until 
through coniniunicatii .n In' )-nilway be es- 
tablished through British torritoiy with 
tho "oastorn provincc-B," ia in my opinion 
inadmissible; inasmuch .1.4 such an arrange- 
ment would be iir contravoiUion-of the 
provisions of tho "British North' Amorica 
Act, 1867," relating to customs .duties 
and .moreover could not , bo carried into 
effect without Imperial legislation, which 
would conflict with the. logislation of tho 
Dominion parliament. ' .. r ••' . 

I caniiot'dpubt that tho Dbminigu Gov 
or'riraent willdoairo now that .iirrangoraents 
have been finally concluded for construct • 
ing the Pacific lino — antl the work is ac- 
tually in progress — to bring to a close "the 
dillbroncea with tlio province by an equit- 
able adjuHtraent of its claims; and on tho 
other hand 1 trust that tho province/ con- 
sidering tho ononnotis magnitudo of tho 
enterpriso which tho Dominion has un- 
dertaken, will accept such a sottloment ai, 
lo'oking to all tho circumstances, ia -fairly 
in confnrinity with the spirit of tin' origi- 
nal ogrcomont. 

■1 request that you will comnuinicuto to 
tho logislativo assembly of British Col- 
umbia a copy of this dispatch and thai 
you will inform them that thoir potiiioii 
has boon laid before tho Queen, who was 
pleased to receive it very graciously. 

The romaiiidor of tho returns coniprises 
telegrams and dispatohea cornnuinlcating 
tho above, 'and tho effoi-ts made by iMr. Do- 
Cosmos to obtain a distinct avowal of lia- 
bility on tho part of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and consent on the part of the, 
syndicate to; construct tho Island road.

A simi- 
lar Act was in force in Ontario. Tho bill 
\t as intended to remedy a rccurronco of 
such difticultioa as had happened in tho 
Thrasher case, lie could not see why 
the Act in its ameiulcd form should not 
pass, and ho w ould therefore move its se- 
cond reading.

He then refer- 
red to tho decision of tho judges that the 
legislature had no control over them. His 
own private opinion was thot tho bill 
would be binding on them. 

Mv. Ash wished to know bow it'hap- 
jicned that tho Hon. tho Speaker he^ al-. 
lowed tho Hon. Mr. Wnlkem to speak 
twice on this question. It waaquito out 
of order (licar, hear.) In speaking to tho 
motion ho thought; the HouBO ought.to bo 
very careful a.s to what action it took on 
this question. 

Second reading carried and tho bill or- 
dered Into conmiittoo with Mr. Blcllmoyl 
in the chair. 

On clause 1 and its subsections being 
road Mr. Ash raised the question of the 
constitutionality of tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. NS'alkem considered that tho 
hon. member for Coraos w.13 raising im- 
aginary difficulties.
